The President, it became known to- 
night, following his return from New 
York, holds to the opinion that if his 
arbitration suggestion is realized the case 
Sowa be adjusted through a special 
tribunal composed of British ang Ameri- 
can arbitrators.

\ A large block of the stock of the Chase 
National Bank, which was held by the 
First National Bank interests, has been 
sold to Albert H. Wiggin, President of 
the Chase National Bank, it was, learned 
authoritatively yesterday. The effect of 
this transaction was to break the stock 
control of the Chase National by the First 
National interests, one of the combina- 
tions. that has been under fire of the 
Pujo ‘*Money Trust’ Investigating Com- 
mittee. 
It has ‘long been understood in Wall 
Street that the First National interests, 
with George F. Baker at their head, 
owned either a majority of the Chase 
stock or enough to give them stock con- 
trol. This could not be held directly by 
thé Firs? National Bank, as the law pro- 
hibits any’ National bank from owning 
any stock except such as might come 
into its possession through default on a 
loan for which it was collateral security, 
In such case the bank would be com- 
pelled to dispose of the stock within three 
years, 
In 1908, however, the First National 


pany, with a capital stock of $10,000,000. 
At the same time it distributed a special 
dividend of the same amount to its stock- 
holders, to whom was! given the right to 
subseribe for First Security stock in.the 
ratio of their holdings of First National. 
Certificates for the two kinds of stock 
were printed on the same piece of “paper, 
and Other means were taken to discour- 
age, if not actually prevent, the sale of 
one without the other. 

The First Security Company, a State 
corporation, was empowered .to- hold 
atocks of banks or other companies and 
to buy and sell them, It therefore. holds 
the investments which it wculd be illegal 
for the First National bank to hold. 
Among these was the big block of Chase 
National stock, part of which has now 
been sold. 

It was learned yesterday, however, 
from A, Barton Hepburn, Chairman of 
the Chase National, that not a share 
of the Chase National stock has ever 
in the, name-of the First Security 
Company. He admitted freely —s it 
owned the stock, Bas 
been ‘transferred 


Chase. National,’ eg ated on the names 
of individuals; notably George F. Baker, 
Mr. Hepburn. said this stock did not 
amount to a majority, but conceded that 
it was sufficient to give stock control 
in ordinary circumstances. He said that

For 
many years past the. financier has left 
New York about this time for a protracted 
trip abroad, which usually takes him to 
the. principal cities of “the Continent, be- 
sides his in fearing A at his house in Lon- 
fon. Last\year he did not return until 
‘Aug. 16, 

It was just about a year ago that Mr. 
Morgan sailed for Egypt to see the prog- 
ress of an expedition he ‘had fitted out to 
make excavations. near Khargeh in a 
search for Egyptian treasures. Mr. Mor- 
gan’s journey to Egypt followed closely 
on the announcement of his purchase. in 
Paris of the most complete and valuable 
collection of Coptic manuscripts ever un- 
earthed in Egypt. 

His expeditiog unearthed the palace of 
the Egyptian Kings at Thebes, the an- 
cient Christian cemetery in the oasis of 
Khargeh, and the temple of Darius I, 
which was finished. by the Ptolemic 
Kings.

Their Boat Upset, Sallors Were | : 
Washed-Aboard Rescuing Ship. 


BOSTON, Jan. 5.—How three survivors 
of the sunken barge: Bombay were swept 
to safety on board the whaleback steamer 
Bayview by the same huge seas which 
had capsized their small, boat was told 
to-night when they reached this port on 
the Bayview.: 

The rescued. were Capt. J, Leesman, 

Tony Lawrence, and Martina Savence. 
The other two members of the crew, An- 
tonio Ferrara and Antonio Lopez, were 
drowned. 
._ Aecording: to the officers of: the Bay- 
view, they . were. obliged to anchor on 
Handkerchiet. oals.on Friday night dur- | 
ing the pale, which “was blowing at the 
Astern, 
the Bombay, which the Bayview was 
towing to Boston from Newport News, 
drepped her anchor, wallowing, heavily in 
he tremendous seas. At 8:45 the look- 
ut on the Bayview saw the flarelight on 
the Bombay signaling for help. The 
whaleback at once steamed down toward 
the barge, when suddenly the Bombay:s 
lights disappeared. 

,in a few moments a hail was heard 
from the water,’ and the small boat of 
the Bombay with the five members of 
the crew .was observed close alongside. 
Just then.a huge sea overturned the 
dingy. Although the Bayview was swept 
continually from stem to stern by the 
big waves, she was manoeuvered care- 
fully close to the spot where the upset 
occurred, and a comber swept three of 
the men upon the rounded sides of the 
whaleback: Quick work by the sailors of 
the Bayview rescued the men, before they 
were washed back again. 

Capt. Leesman was nearly unconscious, 
and Lawrence and Savence were badly 

ed up. Nothing was seen of the other 
two men from the time the boat upset.

‘Some people will think that it 1s 
‘foolish for a man who was first heard of 
only two years ago,’’ he said last night,

course, I am young, but why should that 
frighten me? It will not be a new thing 
for me, for in the plays which I have 
written I had a financial interest, and 1 
have done quite a little vaudeville pro- 
ducing ‘on my own.’ 
“T will have failures, but they will be 
_ dignified failures. I will have nothing to 


do .with productions hastily slapped to- 
pether. which fail deservedly and leave 

ehind distinct injury to all concerned. 
A man should take a long time in getting 
Jhis plays ready, as David Belasco does. 
It is he I have studied most and whose 
influence will be strongest with me, 
though, curiously enough, I have never 
met him. o 

“Tt would be easy enough to say that 
-I intend to be ‘artistic’ In all my under- 
takings, but what does that mean? We 
ought to be interesting more than any- 
thing else, and if we hope to get any 
message into our work that’ will amount 
to anything we must do it in terms that 
the whole public..will. understand. Then 
we can hope to have a wide field for 
whatever we want to do. 


Thentre of His Own. 

“Tt is not a good thing to talk about 
what you hope to do. As a matter of 
cold fact, my ambitions are boundless. 
I. would not be surprised to find myself 
doing anything in the theatrical line. I 
may have a theatre of my own. I could 
‘have it now if I wanted to, and I think 
I have: some ideas for theatre construc- 
tion that are new. But an ounce of per- 
formance is better than tons of promise. 
Others have built theatres until there are 
plenty of them, so there is no need of 


my talking about mine until I actually 
start to build it. It might.come to-mor- 


‘row, it:might not come in two years, and 


it-might even never come. ¢ 

» “Ag date as five years ago I think It 
ig true that there would have been no 
chance for a man like myself in the field, 
But nowadays the theatre is more vis- 
orous, and there is a real opportunity. 
Ever since I have been old enough to re- 
member I have wanted to be in the the- 
atrical profession, and there is nothing 
else. I want to do. : 

““My idea of'a real theatrical man is 
one who makes his work dignified, who 
puts thought and study into it. The pro- 
fession is attaining more real dignity 
all the time. There is more to success 
in playwriting:and producing than there 
ever was; and more is always being de- 
manded. We can see. a_ progressive 
growth in. which both the meaneaers ana 
the theatregoers have been edycating each 
other to better things. 

*“As far as I am concerned, I think it 
js of the utmost importance to healthy 
conditions of a neg ge that the man- 
agers should keep in the’.closest touch 
with the stage. Most people think there 
is no.one who could keep in closer touch 
“with the stage than the managers, but 
some of the biggest ones even concern 
themselves more with the business end 
of their concerns than any other. 

“To illustrate what I mean, I might 
say that my idea has always been that 
J must go to theatres all over and study 
what is being done, and especially that 
I must always be on the lookout for good 
actors. I go to vaudeville theatres, to 
burlesque houses, and even to the agen- 
cies to keep myself informed as to where 
I can find available talent. 

“The cast of ‘Over Night’. was en- 
tirely unknown when the play arrived 
here, and yet the verdict was that the 

arts were all well cast. Do you know 

believe you can tell after ten minutes’ 
talk with an actor whether -he can really 
act or not? They can talk all they like 
about type not being the basis on which 
to judge an actor, and that a good actor 
should be able to do anything well, but, 
after all, whether the actor fits the type 

that he will portray is, to my mind, a 
sine qua non. When you have got the 
type fixed, you can continue your ten- 
minute conversation. 


The Fruits of Conversation. 


.“ And you can determine pretty accu- 
rately the amount of intelligence that will 
be brought to bear on a rdéle after the 
conversation. Of course, if an actor 
seemed to suit me, I would ask what his 
experience was. If he told me he had had 
some stock experience and had been on 
the road in a certain play I would then 
know about what he could do. If he said 
he had had no experience I would then, 
of course, say, ‘Go out and get it.’ The 
cast of ‘Over Night’ was made up on 
that basis, and we had only to make two 
changes, one of which had no bearing on 
the truth or falsity of my theory.

ORCHESTRAL CONCERTS.

Philharmonic and Symphony Play, 
with Zimbalist and Elman Soloists. 


It may be hoped that, for once, the 
music lovers of New York, of all degrees 
and tastes, had their demands for musical 
enjoyment fully met by what was offered 
them yesterday. Thcre were seven con- 
certs given in the course of the. after- 
‘noon and evening. In the afternoon the 
two principal New York concert orches- 
tras, the Philharmonic Society and the 
New York Symphony Society, gave con- 
certs in their regular series in Carnegie 
Hall and Aeolian Hall. In the evening 
there was the usual production of orches- 
tral piecés. and solo performances at the 
Metropolitan Opera House; a ‘* monster 
concert”’ was given in Madison Square 
Garden for wage earners and others,; at 
low prices, by the Russian Symphony Or- 
chestra; the ‘Plectrum Orchestra "’ ap- 
peared in Aeolian Hall, the Russian 
Balalaika Or¢hestra in the Garden Thea- 
tre, and John} McCormack, thé Irish tenor, 
gave a song rec'tal in Carnegie Hall. 

The two afternoon orchestral concerts 
were attended by large audiences. In 
both the sololists were violinists, and both 
Russians. Mr. Zimbalist, who appeared 
again in the evening at the ‘‘ monster 
concert,” played Mendelssohn’s violin con- 
certo with the Philharmonic Society, with 
much: repose and bearty of tone in the 
slow movement, but so fast in the last 
movement that Mr. Stransky found it 
sometimes difficult to keep up with him 
in’ the orchestral accompaniment. As re- 
gards tone and technique the performance 
Was admirable, and was vigorously “7: 
Agee The symphony was Haydn’s, in 

major, which began the concert. The 
last part of the programme.was made u 
of Wagnerian selections: the “ Siegfrie 
Idyl,” the death music from ‘ Gétter- 
dammerung,” the ‘Ride of the Val- 
kyries’”’ from ‘‘ Die Walktire,”” and the 
overture to “ Tannhiuscer.”’ 

Mr. Mischa Elman appeared with the 
New York Symphony Orchestra in Aeolian 
Hall and offered Tschaikowsky’s violin 
concerto. It is a work that he evidently 
plays with pleasure and full sympathy, 
and for which his temperament is unusu- 
ally well fitted. There ‘is somethin 
exotic, suggesting the Oriental side o 
Russia, in his delivery of certain portions 
of the work; his performance is fiery and 
languorous by turns,yand extremely bril- 
liant. Needless to say it aroused great én- 
thusigsm. Mr. Damrosch began with 
Mendelssohn’s “‘ Fingal’s Cave’’ overture, 
played with vigor and delicacy and with 
abundant modification of tempo, and end- 
ed with Beethoven’s Fifth Symphony.

WILSON'S PORTRAIT 





Noted Artist to Begin Work as 
Soon as Governor Can Find 
Time for Sittings. 


MANY ASKED FOR THE HONOR 


Seymour Thomas Hopes to Finish 
His Portrait Before March 4—May 
Hang in White House. 


William M. Chase, the noted American 
artist, is to paint a portrait of President- 
elect Wilson. Mr. Chase is one of a num- 
ber of well-known portrait painters who 
have sought the opportunity to paint Gov. 
Wilson. Among them is Seymour Thom- 
as, whose work on the now famous cam- 
paign portrait, more than 4,000,000 copies 
of which were distributed about the coun- 
try last Fall, attracted much attention. 

At his home, 234 Hast Fifteenth Street, 
yesterday Mr. Chase would not discuss 
the portrait. The news created much in- 
terest in art circles, as Mr. Chase has 
been looked upon by many as the fore- 
most American.portrait painter, since the 
death of John §S. ‘Sargent. His portralt 
of Gov, Wilson will be awaited eagerly. 
He would not say when he expected to 
obtain the sittings necessary, but it is 
understood that Gov. Wilson will grant 
them as soon as he can spare the time. 

Mr. Thomas’s portrait of the President- 
elect used in the last campaign was 
completed in ay eo He was able then 
to work on a life-size portrait of Gov. 
Wilson, which is as yet unfinished. It is 
a three-quarter length painting, to which 
Mr. Thomas has devoted much time. 
Three or four more sittings will be nec- 
essary to complete the work. Mr. Thomas 
said yesterday that he received the com- 
mission ta paint the portrait when. the 
Presjdent-elect was President of Prince- 
ton. ‘but there had been a number of de- 
lays becayse of the great demand upon 
Gov. Wilson’s time after his election as 
Executive of New Jersey and as President 
of the United States. He Hopes to be 
able to finish the portrait before Gov. 
Wilson goes to the White House on 
March 4,-and it may be that the por- 
trait will be hung there. That, of course; 
is for Mr. Wilson to decide. 

Since the completion of the campaign 
portrait Mr. Wilson has been so much 
on the go that he has found it necessary 
to refuse sittings to all the artists who 
have made requests. The Presidential 
campaign gave him little enough time 
fer sleep, and since his election he has 
had but few days to himself, except dur- 
ing his vacation of a month at Bermuda, 
where he found a much-needed rest. 

Mr. Chase is known in art circles ail 
over tne world, and has been signally 
honored on many occasions. because of 
his remarkable work. In he was 
invited to Florence to paint his own por- 
trait for the gallery of painters in the 
Uffizzi Palace. The only other American 
artists represented are John S. Sargent 
and G. A. P. Healey. The year before 
the Prince Regent of Bavaria conferred 
the crder of St. Michael on him. In 1881 
Mr. Chase received honorable poner Bt 
oe e 
Smoker,” and in 1883 the same picture 
brought honorable mention at the Munich 
Exposition. In 1889 he received the silver 
medal at the Paris Salon, in 1894 the first 
prize at the Cleveland Art Association, in 
95 the Shaw prize at the annual exhibi- 
tion. of the Society of American Artists, 
and the gold medal at the Philadelphia 
Academy of Fine Arts exhibition, and in 
pete the gold medal at the Paris Exhibi- 
tion. i 
Mr. Chase spent eight years at the 
Royal Academy at Munich, beginning in 
1872, and jumped into prominence through 
a commission to paint the portraits of the 
Director’s five children. He returned to 
this country in 1878, and has been repre- 
sented in most of the important exhibi- 
tions since that time. He is a member 
of the American Academy of Arts and 
Letters. 


TO PERMU WOMEN’S PARADE. 


Washington Police Chief Explains He 
Merely Barred a Night Affair.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Major Richard 
Sylvester, Superintendent of Police, said 
to-day that his refusal to grant permis- 
sion for a women’s suffrage demonstra- 
tion on Pennsylvania Avenue during in- 
auguration week was based on informa- 
tion that the affair was to take place at 
night, when his force would be unable to 
give adequate protection to the paraders. 
When he learned to-day that the suf- 
fragists contemplated an afternoon dem- 
onstration on March 3, the day before 
the Wilson and Marshall inaugural cere- 
monies, he’indicated that he would grant 
the permit. 

The suffragists are indignant over the 
suggestion that if their pageant, as they 
call it, were given at night those partici- 
pating in it might be attacked. Mrs. 
Helen H. Gardener, the publicity agent 
¢ the non-militant suffragists, said to- 

ay: 

‘Even the worst hoodlum would gaze 
with awe on the pageant we purpose giv- 
ing. I have too much regard for Ameri- 
can manhood to think for a moment that 
the suffragists would receive ill-treat- 
ment on such a march.” 


1913’S FIRST FISH STORY. 


Tarrytown Fisherman Proved That 
He Got Three Bass with One Hook.

TARRYTOWN, N. Y., Jan. 5.—Emmett

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AN IMMIGRANT'S TRAGEDY 


“The Starve-to-Death Wage’ and 
the Potter’s Field Two Themes 
In Verse Cycle. 


From poems that were printed on the 
editorial page of THE New YorK TimEs 
and have been widely reprinted Mrs. tu- 


rana Sheldon Ferris, who writes as Lu- 
rana W. Sheldon, preached a sermon in 
verse at the Church of the Pilgrims in 
Remsen Street, Brooklyn, last night. 

Mrs. Ferris’s verses were arranged in 
the form of a poemscycle and depict the 
life of an immigrant child from the day 
of arrival at Ellis Island through a period 
of maladjustment and pauperism to a 
death from an occupational disease and 
burial in the Potter’s Field. ‘ 

The story, as it was unfolded with rare 
Sympathy and power, brought deep re- 
sponse from her hearers. One woman, in 
the midst of a poem entitled ‘‘ The Night 
Court,’’ rose and left the church, hold- 
ing a handkerchief to her eyes. To the 
babies of the immigrant Mrs. Ferris pays | L. 
this tribute of a despairing hope: 


Up. from their cradles they come, 
The helpless, the poor, and the frail! 
Wretchedly burdened are some; 
eazened, malformed, and pale, 
Some stare with unseeing eyes, 
Some creep on distorted feet, 
And on sume wan face there Iles ; 
A woe that we dare not feet! 
Up to the world’s wide fray 
To battle and toll they spring, 
Only to live for a day— 
Then the dirge of despair to sing.

Another poem ts given over to an attack 
upon the employers of child labor and 


another to the poor housing conditions 
which make for pauperism and hunger- 
forced crime. The Rev. Mr. Weeks, Chap- 
lain of Blackwell’s Island, had suggested 
to Mrs. Ferris verses about starvation 
wages as the source of the flow of crim- 
inals to the island. ‘‘ The Starve-to-Death 
Wage,” the result, brings out the fact 
that 47 per cent. of the factory workers 
in New York State earn less than $6 a 
week. 
Of these workers Mrs. Ferris expressed 
herself thus: 
The starve-to-death wage is the song I sing, 
With a heart that is bruised and burning: 
The song of the horrors that grip and cling 
While the bosom for joy is yearning; 
The song of the hunger that comes by day 
When the bicod in youth’s veins is flowing; 
The pain of the hunger that grows alway 
While the seeds of disease are growing.

DR. SWIFT, ASTRONOMER. 


Famous Discoverer of Comets and 
Nebulae Dead at Age of 93. 


BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Jan. 5.—Dr. 
Lewis Swift, the well-known astronomer, 
died this morning at his home in Mara- 


thon. He never recovered consciousness 
after a stroke of paralysis sustained on 
New Year’s Day. The funeral will be 
held on Tuesday, and his body will be 
buried in the village cemetery. 


Beginning in 1854 to maké observations 
with instruments -of his own manufact- 
ure, Dr. Swift by his notable discoveries 
gained recognition in scientific circles all 
over the world. At first he gave much 
of his time to the study of electricity, 
which was then in its infancy, and trav- 
eled extensively through the Western 
States and Canada on lecture tours, in 
this way making ‘enough money to de- 
vote his time to the study of astronomy. 

In 1858 Dr. Swift first came into promi- 
nence as the result of a papér he wrote 
after observing Donati’s comet. Then 
followed four years of persistent séarch- 
ing, which were rewarded by the dis- 
covery of the great comet of 1862. Dr. 
Swift was then living in Cortland, 
N. Y., and in 1872 he removed to 
Rochester, continuing his observa- 
tions from the yard back of his 
dwelling. Later he turned the tower of 
Duffy’s cider mill into an observatory, 
and during the following ‘six years his 
achievements were so remarkable that 
the old building became historic. There 
he discovered six comets, one each in 
1877, 1878, 1879, and 1880, and two in 1881. 
For these discoveries he received gold 
medals from the Imperial Academy of 
Sciences of Vienna and a prize of $500 
from H. H, Warner of Rochester. The 
Lalande Prize of 540 francs was awarded 
to him by the Astronomical Society of 
France in 1881. 

Mr. Warner, learning of the disadvan- 
tages under which Dr. Swift was labor- 
ing, then offered to build an observatory 
for his tise if the people of Rochester 
would furnish him with a refractor of 
sixteen-inch aperture. Nearly $142,000 
was raised to purchase the telescope, and 
the observatory was erected by Mr. War- 
ner at a cost approximating $100,000. Dr. 
Swift became the Director in 1882. With 
his huge telescope he discovered —-900 
nebulae from the Warner observatory |. 
and over 300 at Echo Mountain, Cal., and 
in both places a dozen comets. 

These were but a few of the more im- 
portant discoveries. In 1871 he independ- 
ently discovered Winnecke’s comet, in 
1873 Coggia’s comet, and in the same 
year the Brooks-Swift comet, there being 
in the latter case a difference of “fifteen 
minutes in favor of Willlam R, Brooks. 
In 1878, during the total solar eclipse at 
Denver.’ Dr. Swift discovered two intra- 
Mercurial planets. 

Besides the prizes which he won, Dr. 
Swift was signally honored, being made 
a Fellow of the Astronomical Society of 
England, a member of the Boston Scien- 
tific Society, and a Fellow of the Amer- 
ican Association for the Advancement of 
Science. He was also elected.a member 
of the British Astronomical Association. 
Dr. Swift was also widely known as an 
inventor, most of his inventions. being 
used for the advancement of astronomy.

County, be > on the way met a 
cavalry company, which his urcihiar 
Roy was a ed Wg under orders from 
the Governor of Virginia to muster at 
Staunton. He bought a horse at Hot 
Springs, enlisted in that company, and 
proceeded to Philippi, Barbour County 
West Virginia, where they were attacked 
by a force under Gen. Kelly, and where 
Roy, Daingerfield lost a leg, the first limb 
sacrificed for the Contederate cause. 

Major Daingerfield was a vigorous and 
busy soldier. He wag order] ge courier 
for Gen. Robert E. Lee. was five 
times wounded during the wan and was 
once a prisoner for a short while in the 
old Capital Prison at Washington. 

Four days prior to the surrender of 
Gen. Lee, Major Daingerfield received a 
wound, through the right thigh, and while | 
still on crutches he was married t to: Miss ; 
Henrietta Henderson Gray of Rocking- ; 
ham County, Virginia, and they settled in ; 
Harrisonburg, Va., where Major Dain- 
— practiced law, and bred a few 

orses, principally trotters, including the | 
famous Sam urdy, sire of Miss ood- 
ford, until 1890, when he removed to Cul- 
Peper and bought the fair grounds and 
a®*small farm adjoining, where he bred 
trotters until .1893, w en in February 
his residence was destroyed by fire. 
Shortly thereafter James R, Keene took 
a lease on Castleton Farm, and in Octo- 
ber, 1803, Major Daingerfield removed to 
that historic place, near Lexington, Ky., 
and there”began the work and study that 
made him the master mater of thorough- 
bred horses in America and produced the 
galaxy of great racers that brought 
money and fame to Mr. Keene. In the 
beginning Major Daingerfield had no very 
excellent material for the exercise of his 
ideas of breeding, but when Marcus Daly 
died and the Bitter Root Stud in Mon- 
tana and the Appereae oe Stud in England 
were dispersed, Keene bought a num- 
ber of excellent mares and brought the 
mighty Domino into service with theni, 
and from that period the real stars be- 
gan arriving at Castleton. Among the 
trotables were Colin, Ballot,. Delhi, and 
Peter Pan, each of which won over $100,- 
000; Commando, the greatest son of Dom- 
ino and the favorite of all with Major 
Daingerfield; Disguise, Cap and Bells, 
the only American-bred filly, to win the 
English Oaks; Celt, Superman, Maskette, 
Novelty, Sweep, Conroy, Petrucio, White 
Chapel, Castleton, and a host of other 
mighty good horses, yet lesser lights as 
compared with those just named. Syson- 
by, while foaled at Castleton, was bred in 
England, and he was one of the very 
great horses in the history of the turf In 
Enis country. 

In 1907 Mr. Keene’s winnings aggre- 
gated $397,342, the greatest amount ever 
won by any one man in the history of 
racing the world over. 

The stallions Hippodrome and Ultimus, 
now in Mr. Keene’s stud, were bred by 
Major Daingerfield, and he entertained a 
regard for them as the triumph of the 
breeders’ art ow the standpoint of 
equine conformati 

Major Daingerfield has been much con- 
sulted by breeders in all parts of the 
world, and he participated in many breed- 
ing contests or'mating contests with un- 
common success. 

In December, 1911, James R. Keene sold 
Castleton Farm to David M. Look of New 
York, and some three months later Major 
Daingerfield leased Kingston Farm near- 
by and removed with his wife and daugh- 
ters Elizabeth, Bessie, Juliet, and Jay 
and son Keene thereto. Mr. Keene's 
horses, however, were only recently re- 
moved from Castleton to Kingston.

CALL -FOR FIRST MEETING 





Chairman Pendergast, Extending a 
Broad Invitation, Explains What 
Is to be Accomplished. 





Norbert R. Pendergast, Chairman of the 
New York Committee on the Organization 
of the International Brokers’ Association, 
discussed for the first time yesterday the 
plans that were under way. Mr. Pender- 
gast is a member of the Stock Exchange 
firm of.Pendergast, Hale & Co. Associ- 
ated with him on the New York commit- 
tee are Albert Stern of Herzfeld & Stern 


Adams, both Stock Exchange firms; J. 
Frank Howell, a member of the Board of 
Governors of the Consolidated Exchange, 
and Lewis M. Richménd, a member of 
the Board of Governors of the Curb As- 
sociation. 

“The International Association of Bro- 
kers,” said Mr. Pendergast, ‘‘has been 
formed principally for two reasons, first, 
for the protection of the general public 
against swindlers who call themselves 
brokers and who prey upon the savings 
of the ignorant, and, secondly, for the 
protection of the brokers themselves. This 
organization has not been formed for any 
selfish motives whatsoever on the part of 
the brokers. It has been foremost in my 
mind and in the minds of a great many 
other perusal: for a number of years. Like 
all progressive movements, we started it 
in the West, for we realized at that time 
that the Hastern people either did not 
realize, or would not realize, that they 
were living in a fool’s paradise. 

€ annual-amount of money which 
has been lost by investors throughout 
this country runs into hundreds of mill- 
ions of dollars. Occasionally the Govern- 
ment at Washington unearths some gi- 
gantic swindle and Wall Street immedi- 
ately—when I speak of Wall Street I 
speak in the broad sense of the word— 
gets the credit of being responsible for 
the public losing its money. It is enough 
for the press of the country to say that 
Messrs. Blank .& Blank, stock brokers, 
have sold $50,000,000 worth of securities 
on a mine that never existed, which con- 
vinces the public that all stock brokers 
must be connected with Wall Street in 
some way or another. It always seemed 
an extraordinary thing to me that no one 
has ever come forward and defended -a 
profession which has just as much right 
to exist and just aS much right to do bus- 
iness as the trade of produce dealer or a 
man who sel!s butter and eggs. - 

The great trouble to-day lies in the 
fact that the public have no confidence in 
brokers, for if they had our standard se- 
curities would not be selling at the prices 
they are to-day, and really one cannot 
blame them. 

‘ Never by any chance did the financial 
community ever take the public into their 
confidence and try to explain shatters to 
them. am fully alive to the fact that 
the cosine public know very little in re- 
gard to financial matters. If they knew 
more we would be the greatest invest- 
ment Nation in the world. 

“Heretofore the public have never been 

consulted in regard to special matters on 
legislation, and any bills, that haves been 
introduced into -any legislative body by 
the public something has always been 
done to thwart them. This has caused 
the magses to rise up in 9 anger, and 
the chaotic conditions 0? to-day are due 
more to this thazi to azy other reason. 
When our Nationa! Gurexu of Investiga- 
tion has _ been established it will 
put the seal of the Government upon 
every corporatisn whose securities are 
being sold, and will clean up forever fake 
corporations and fakers who clothe them- 
selves with a garment and call themselves 
brokers. 
“Our first ratification meeting will be 
held at the Waldor f-Astoria on Thursday 
evening, Feb. 20. t this meeting we 
will elect our officers and pass on the 
proposed constitution. It will be an open 
meeting in every way, and the various 
committees will be voted on and will not 
be appointed by any man or set of men— 
in other words this will be run for the 
benefit of all and not for the benefit of 
a special few. 

“The New York committee will send 
out an invitation within the next week or 
so inviting the various brokers in this 
locality to participate at this ratification 
meeting and banquet, and as Chairman 
of this committee I want to extend a 
most hearty invitation to all to join with 
us on this occasion in making this af- 
fair a complete success, and should any 
one who is entitled to an.invitation be 
overlooked, I would appreciate it if he 
communicated this fact to me.”’ 








DOMINICAN LOAN HELD UP. 


Opening of Bids Postponed for a 
Week—Washington Is Mystified. 


Szecia’ to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—The opening of 
bids invited by the Government of Santo 
Domingo for a bond-secured loan of $1,- 
100,000 gold has been postponed to Jan. 10. 
The date originally set for the opening 
was Jan. 1. It is not Known here why the 
postponement was ordered. 

The money sought is to be applied to 
overdue salaries of Government officials 
and liquidating some claims growing out 
of the recent revolution., In the last four 
oF five months, while the insurrection 
was on, Government officials received no 
salary, as ali the money derived from 
the revenues collected under the super- 
vision, of the United States officers was 
applied to the expenses of war. 

So far the only bidders for the bonds 
are the Royal Bank of Canada, the Na- 

tional Bank of Santo Domingo, both of 
nl ech have branches in the 
isitand, and the private banking house ot }

City. The loan is to be placed in accora- 
ance withya law enacted in December, 
which fixes the interest on the bonds at 
not more than 7 per cent. and trovides 
that $30,000 shall be set aside each month

The loan will not be placed until ft has 
been sanctioned by the Government of 
the United States through the Kureau of 
Insular Affairs of the War Department. 


OIL PRODUCTION ICTION LESSENED. 


United States Supplied 220,200,000 
Barrels in 1942—Value Increased. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—With the 
world’s consumption of of] aggregating 
1,000,000. barrels a day, of which the 
United States’ supplies almost two-thirds, 
production of petroleum in this country 
during 1912 was 220,200,000 forty-two-gal- 
lon barrels, or about 250,000 barrels less 
than 1911. While the production was 
less, the rising price of oil increased the 
total value of the product markedly. Last 
year the output was valued at $150,000,000, 
an increase of about $16,000,000 over 1911. 

David T. Day of the United States 
Geological uetay in his annual report of. 
the petroleum industry says the year 
was full of remarkable incidents, 

‘The astern, oil fields, as a rule, de- 
clined in production, because it was im- 
possible to keep up with the great output 1 
of 1913- without large additional discov- 
erjles of néw pools in the older fields. The 

stern decline, however, was offset by 
the/iner. te in California, -whcre the San 
Joaquin alley fi ds are still at. the 
nee t of gusher s 
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A natural enough response to the 
easier conditions which, déveloped in 
the money market here and abroad at 
the beginning of the new year was 
made by the stock market in the shape 
of an advancing movement. It was at 
the same time suggested, however, that 
the money market was not regarded as 
the’ sole controlling factor at the mo- 
ment. Such, at least, was one infer- 
ence which could be drawn from the 
action of the market on Friday, when 
the rise in prices was checked by some 
unfavorable dividend news and by a 
temporary abandonment of the opera- 
tions on the long side of the account 
which traders had begun at the‘turn of 
the year. By most, however, the most 
far-reaching influence in the present 
stock market outlook will be attributed 
to the change which has already mani- 
fested itself in the money position and 
which normally will be carried further 
during the -early weeks of the new 
twelvemonth. A varying degree of in- 
fluence, according to the point of view, 
is attributed to the coming change in 
the National Administration and in the 
tariff as a factor in shaping the course 
of prices since the November elections. 
Business up to this time certainly has 
not shown any contraction by -reason 
of impending tariff changes, or even of 
high money. The stock market, how- 
ever, has been sensitive to both of these 
influences, more particularly to ‘the 
latter. The question of the future bear- 
ing of the tariff situation upon security 
values is by no means answered, there- 
fore, when each has determined for 
himself whether or not the volume of 
business is likely to be reduced because 
of the recasting of the country’s tariff 
law. Though business continued to in- 
crease during the period of high inter- 
est rates, from which we are now be- 
ginning to. recede, that fact did not 
prevent a considerable contraction 't 
stock market values. If money was 
really the element in the situation, 
which gave character to the recent ex- 
perience of the Stock Exchange, it ap- 
pears to Many as a reasonable expecta- 
tion that with interest rates descend- 
ing again to entirely comfortable rates, 
part, at least, of the effect of monetary 
stringency will be undone. It fits in 
with such a view to assume that up to 
a certain point a contraction in busi- 
ness would help rather than harm the 
securities markets. 





With the reconvening of the Supreme 
Court to-day something may be heard 
from the court regarding the Union 
Pacific matter, and there is a. possibil- 
ity, too, of judgment being pronounced 
in-some of the important cases still 
before that tribunal. There are still 
other matters which may assume pro- 
portions of substantial stock market 
influences, but underlying these the 
money market must continue to exert 
a broad effect. European advices at the 
close of last. week ‘suggested a feeling 
of relief that the advance in our ex- 
change rates on London suggested that 
this market would not be soon de- 
manding gold from Europe.

That, of course, would have the effect } 
of forcing up exchange rates and re- | 
lieving the European markets of any; 
eoncern on the score of our making | 
femands for gold, which would be in- } 
c..venient at a time when the Buro- 
pean markets even more than ours are | 
facing heavy security issues. How soon | 
some of those issues will be made de- | 
pends in part upon the time it takes 
to reach a settlement of the Balkan 
situation.

negotiations, but the attitudé of the 
great powers seems to make it plain 
that they all are bent upon seeing this 
troublesome question satisfactorily 
solved. No more now than there was 
during the earlier stages of the dis- 
cussion following the truce between the 
Balkan federation and Turkey is there 
an:- real ground for doubting that such 
a solution will be arrived at. Yet it 
will be welcome news to all the finan- 
cial markets when the pact which 
puts an end to the Turko-Balkan war 
is signed. It is thought likely that 
signatures to that important docu- 
ment will not be affixed until the col- 
lateral questions involved have been 
met in a way satisfactory to the great 
powers themselves. In that event the

A REACTION IN LONDON. 


New Year Opened Cheerfully, but 
Markets Later Became Unnerved.

LONDON, Jan. 5.—The new year 
opened ‘with the Stock Exchange in a 
cheerful’ mood. The better political 
news and easier monetary conditions 
for a time induced professional buying, 
causing a general rise in quotations, 
but public business was meagre and 
confined to investment purchases. 

The uncertainty in connection with 
the peace negotiations at the end of 
the week again unnerved the markets, 
causing widespread depression on the 
surface, although quotations recovered 
from the worst before the markets 
closed. 

It is-pointed out that 1912 was a 
boom year for Americans, but, despite 
considerable fluctuations, the average 
quotation for the stocks of twenty rep- 
resentative railroads, 116%, is exactly 
the same as twelve months ago.

GOVERNMENT AID FOR NEGROES 


Dr. Adler Advocates It to Mark 
Emancipation Anniversary. 


Appropriations from the National Gov- 
ernment for Southern schools were advo- 
cated as a fitting mark of the fiftieth 
anniversary of the Emancipation Proc- 
lamation by Dr. Felix Adler yesterday be- 
fore the Society for Ethical Culture. 

Dr, ler read the Emancipation Proc- 
Jamation, He then said: 

“The Emancipation Proclamation was 
simply a war measure. It was a blow at 
the Vane baad of the Southern States, and 
inci a, it provided thousands of re- 
cruits for the Union Army. This in itself 
was not so disastrous; it is what fol- 
lowed that we have yet to meet, When 
the war closed and the negroes were en- 
franchised, not only were they given the 
right to vote, but this right was denied 
by the same law to members of the 
South. We made the former slaves the 
masters; elevated a race from slavery to 
dominant mastery without a preliminary 
stage. is the result of the reaction 
that we have to straighten out. 

‘* At the time of the freeing of the ne- 
groes 90 per cent. of them were illiterate, 
Now possibly not more than one-third are 
illiterate, but there should be none. The 
scares need their Booker Washingtons, 

I can think of no more fitting way to 
celebrate this fiftieth anniversary of the 
signing of the Emancipation Proclama- 
tion than by providing some way for their 
more rapid advancement. Agricultural 
studies. should be installed in the element- 
ary schools. The National Government 
should make an appropriation for this 

purpose,”’
